August Program for Board of Public 
Works 


The report of Superintendent Charles T. 
Gilliard, in substance as presented at a 
meeting of the Board of Public Works held 
this week was as follows: 

WATER DEFARTMENT 
x The work of installing a 6” line on Wash- 
ington avenue which replaces the old 4” line 
was completed August 22nd and the water 
was turned on the same day. Pieces of the 
old 4” line that were unearthed showed that 
the cross-sectional area in places had been 
reduced 50” due to internal corrosion, This 
meant that the old 4” pipe did not have the 
capacity of an ordinary 3” pipe. There are 
now two hydrants on Washington avenue 
where formerly there was but one. This new 


6” line will give a larger volume of water in 
case of fire and also give much more efficient 
service insofar as the house water supply is 
concerned. The water services are now Belg 
connected to the 6” main and the old pieces 
of service pipe are being replaced from the 
main to the sidewalk box thereby obviating 
the necessity of renewing the same just 
previous to the construction of a permanent 
road. Past experience has taught us that 
when this is done just prior to new road 
construction such filled in trenches settle and 
require continual patching and_ repairing 
which is costly. 

During the last month it was necessary to 
repair only one leak in the main water pipes. 
This leak occurred on Haverhill street near 
the Administration building. 

Last month two hydrants were broken, 
being struck by automobiles, and these 
hydrants were replaced. One of these was 
located on Bellevue road, the other on Main 
street near Stimpson’s bridge. The damaged 
hydrant near Stimpson’s bridge was located a 


few feet from the curbing in the street, and 
was so imbedded that it was impossible to 
connect the steamer nozzle without removing 
some of the earth. The new hydrant is 
located between the house and the sidewalk 
in view of the fact that it was impossible to 
place it in the way of the curbing because of a 
cement conduit directly underneath. 

Two hundred tons of coal were purchased 
for the Haggett’s Pond station. This coal was 
bought according to specifications and the 
bids were as follows:

During the month just passed highway 
fences have been erected at dangerous 
points on the sides of Stinson road, Prospect 
Hill road, and Salem street.

Burnham Road, an ash road, used as a 
detour during the construction of Haverhill 
street and High street, was torn up consider 
ably by motor vehicle traffic. This has been 
treated to put it in a passable condition. 

_ A catch basin has been built on the west 
side of Dufton road to take care of the heavy 
rain water that heretofore caused many 
serious washouts. This road was also scraped 
and a dust layer was applied. 

The road bed on Locke street has been 
widened to include the gutters which hereto- 
fore were much lower than the road, making 
it dangerous for car$ passing on the extreme 
edge of the road. 

In places the gutters on Bartlet and High 
streets are being graded on account of an 
unsatisfactory condition similar to the one 
which previously existed on Locke street. 

Many of the roads have been patched 
during the last month especially near the 
edges where the gutters are not of permanent 
construction. 

In the past years, heavy rains caused 
serious washouts at the two ends of Ridge 
street and to remedy this condition we have 
given it a layer of stone and a good binder. 

Signs have been posted on High Plain 
road, Woodhill road, and Cross street to 
warn automobile drivers of the precarious 
condition of these roads. 

The planking on the Stevens street bridge 
was repaired and also the hand rail and 
planking of the Andover Street bridge. 

The Haverhill Street job has been com- 
pleted insofar as the road work is concerned. 
There is some grading necessary near the 
property of Mr. Fleming but this is depend- 
ent on the final layout. The cost of the 
Haverhill street job came within the esti- 
mates made by the State engineers. 

Greenwood road to High Plain road is now 
being constructed using gravel as a filler. 

The Town started to work on the Salem 
street job on Wednesday, August 29th.The 
cost of this work is to be paid by Phillips 
Academy. 

Stone bounds were put in on South Main 
Street from Chapel avenue to Salem street 
after the County had changed the lines of 
Salem street. 

The work on River road will commence 
September 5th. This contract was given to

WEATHER AND CROPS 


Babson Shows Recent Miraculous 
Change in Crop Outlook 


BABSON Park, Massacuusetts, Septem- 
ber 7, 1928.—“ Crop prospects have recently 
staged one of the most spectacular quick- 
change acts in history. A drab enough cro 
ain, met the eye on the first of July 1928. 

‘oday, however, there is every evidence of 
bumper yields. Two short months have 
wrought miraculous changes in corn, and 
wheat, What seemed like dismal failure in 

une is heralded as an agricultural triumph 
in September. This does not mean that every 
locality will have a bountiful harvest, but it 
does mean that the biggest producing areas 
of the West, Northwest, Southwest and Cen- 
tral States have excellent prospects. 

“This great change from the poor outlook 
in June shows what good weather in the 
critical two months of July and August can 
do, Wheat, corn and cotton plants, like 
human beings, recover from sickness amaz- 
ingly fast when given favorable conditions. 
Similarly the greatest curative element for 
both people and crops is a proper combina- 
tion of sunshine and water. We are just be- 
ginning to appreciate the governing power 
that the sun has over the weather, and 
through the weather over crops, business, 
and human health. 

“Two things now are of interest. (1) How 
it happened that such ideal growing weather 
Feeniigra tia after the miserable conditions 
that existed in June; (2) What are the pros- 
pects of favorable weather continuing until 
the crops are harvested? 

“For several years I have been interested 
in watching the work which is being done to 
determine the causes of such major changes 
in weather, and the progress toward a reli- 
able system of forecasting the weather for a 
month or a season ahead, 

“The man who first opened this field of 
research is Henry Helm Clayton. His studies 
show beyond question that the changes in 
solar radiation, or the amount of heat given 
off by the sun, determine the major changes 
in the weather. This progress which is being 
made in finding the underlying causes of the 
weather leads directly to the means of 
anticipating them. Last Spring when Mr. 
Clayton and his staff told us that there would 
be a normally hot summer it was hard to

believe, especially as the influences antici- 
pated did not show up as early in June as was 
expected. It seemed incredible that the hot 
weather of the past two months could follow 
such unseasonably cold weather in the month 
of June. Such, however, not only has been 
the case this year but in other years when the 
trend of solar radiation was similar, 


“There is another phase to these weather 
studies that is just now very important. 
I cefer to the unusual excess of rain in the 
South Atlantic States. The rapid succession 
of south-east storms and hurricanes which 
struck Florida in the latter half of August 
and swung up the Atlantic Seaboard, were in 
themselves a usual effect under the present 
solar conditions. Moreover I am told the 
indications are that further storms of this 
sort will occur in September. 


Wheat Stages Swift Recovery 


“Winter killing of fall sown wheat was 
very severe. On top of that came cold weather 
during May and June, just when the crop 
ought to have been geiting a good start. 
As a result the July 1 condition as reported 
by the Government was 5 points below 
average. Dire predictions of failure were 
heard. Then the weather abruptly changed. 
From the week ending July 10 the tempera- 
ture rose and good rains occurred at just the 
right intervals. As a result production 
estimates of winter wheat jum from 
544,000,000 bushels on July 1 to 579,000,000 
bushels on August 1. Then came another 
abrupt rise in temperature during the first 
three weeks on August, when it ranged from 
2 to 3 degrees above normal over most of the 
growing areas. Moreover, rainfall, fairly 
good in amount and well distributed, accom- 
panied the rising temperatures, As a result 
the grain came to maturity with great speed. 
The September 1 Government crop reports 
now coming out should show further gains 
in production over August. 

“The recovery of Spring wheat is even 
more remarkable. The months of May and 
June were unusually cold in the Northwest. 
However, the July temperatures were more 
nearly normal though not so good as in the 
Southwestern winter wheat region. Rainfall, 
however, was excellent during July in the 
Northwestern Spring wheat belt. Crop es- 
timates rose from 183,000,000 bushels on 
July 1 to 228,000,000 bushels on August 1,

“The first three weeks in August were 
ractically ideal weather. Temperatures in 
Nebraska averaged 4 degrees warmer than 
normal during that period and in Minnesota 
about 2 1-2 degrees warmer. Other sections 
had correspondingly warm weather and rain- 
fall was slightly above normal over most of 
the Spring wheat states. As a result, progress 
of the crop during August has been excellent. 
Some ‘black rust’ has appeared, but with 
the exception of a few localities damage from 
this cause is light. September 1 crop peta! 
for the Northwest should show one of the 
best yields since 1916, 


Warm Wet Corn Weather 

“Tt is small wonder that corn, assuming 
lack of early frost, will yield upwards of 
3,029,000,000 bushels and exceed any year 
since 1923. September 1 reports should show 
further gains because of the warm wet 
August. Corn needs hot weather and plenty 
of rain. After a cold miserable June an Cott 
July, conditions suddenly were reversed, 
and instead of being below normal in tem- 

rature and precipitation, August has been 
if and wet over the big Central Corn Belt. 

“Towa temperatures averaged 2 per cent 
above normal for the first three weeks of 
August, and Illinois even higher. Most other 
corn states enjoyed similar conditions. Rain- 
fall averaged slightly above normal. A few 
localities did not get quite enough rain but 
on the whole both heat and rainfall were ideal. 
Of course the whole story on corn cannot be 
told yet. An early frost would cut the yield. 
However, the same conditions on the sun 
that have caused high temperatures in 
August still prevail. An early frost is con- 
sidered very unlikely under these conditions. 


Cotton Situation Mixed 

“Two kinds of weather emanating from 
the same general solar conditions but striking 
in different parts of the country have pro- 
duced a mixed situation in cotton. In Texas 
and Oklahoma the crop is generally in very 
good shape, except that in the West Central 
and Southern part of Texas drought has 
retarded growth. Until the middle of August 
the South Atlantic cotton states of Georgia, 
South Carolina and North Carolina were

getting along well with their crop. Then the 
tropical storms commenced. Wind damage, 
excessive moisture and lack of sunshine have 
hurt the crop somewhat, especially in the 
Eastern section. 


Weather Forecasting 


“Tn the past we have always bowed down 
to the weather as something entirely mys- 
terious, subject to no general laws and in- 
capable of prediction for more than a few 
hours ahead. However, the new scientific 
research on this question, based on changes 
in the sun’s heat, is proving that weather is 
subject to certain general laws, that these 
laws are becoming known, and that they 
form a workable basis of forecasting and 
preparing for weather changes. 

“Just as the problems of industry have 
gradually succumbed to laboratory research, 
so will the weather problems. Thus will the 
farmer, whose greatest problem is weather, 
gradually be put on a more equal footing 
with industry. Agricultural research has 
hitherto been confined largely to soils, 
fertilizers and plant culture, and has prac- 
tically ignored the most important thing— 
which is weather. Think what tremendous 
savings farmers can make when they have 
reasonably accurate knowledge of what 
the weather will be a month or af 
season ahead! Even a fair knowledgeYo 
conditions one week ahead would prevent 
huge farm losses. While science may never 
be able to change the weather, it certainly 
is making rapid progress toward knowing 
what kind of weather is coming. Business
